by the sides of the pit and the frame, | 


On top is placed two inches of light 
garden soil, preferably mixed with a 
little sand. The window is fitted 


snugly into place on top and should | 


be about nine inches above the soil 
at the front and 15 inches at the 
back to allow rain to run off and also 
to catch the full rays of the sun. At 
the first the soil will heat rapidly, 
but in about three days it will have 
cooled to around 80 degrees which 
is the proper temperature. 

The seed is planted in rows about 
two inches apart, and the bed water- 
ed frequently. On warm days it will 
be necessary to ventilate by raising 
the window frame an inch o1 
When the second set of leaves de- 
velop, thin, About three weeks be- 
fore going outside, the seedlings are 
transplanted to a cold frame, which 
is the same as a hot-bed only with- 
out the heating manure. Here they 
are hardened thoroughly before being 
set out in their permanent quarters. 
When started in the house the pro- 
cedure is practically the same, only 
of course, no heating material is 
needed Zoxes about three inches 
deep are filed with a mixture of sand
